"Two hundred and thirty-four 

thousand, three hundred and five 
dollars ($234,305) Is our 1921 bud* 
get appropriation for the Redondo 
District," said Mr. R. H. Ballard, 
vice-president and genera! manager 
of the Southern California Edison 
Company In addressing a big meet- 
Ing of the Edison Crescent Bay Club 
at the Redondo Steam Plant of the 
company on Monday night. There 
were present the steam plant oper­ 
ators, the clerical staffs on the Ro- 
dno office, and the various suboffl- 
ces in the district, and the field 
men. A barbecue dinner was serv­ 
ed at the steam plant at which over 
two hundred members of the Edison 

rescent Buy Club and guest at­ 
tended.

This, explained the general man­ 
ager, is In addition to $464,670 de­ 
velopment cost ana general system 
 xpense, making a total of 1698,975 

which is the proportion of these 
charges properly belonging to this 
territory.

Accompanied by President John B. 
Miller, Vice President S. M. Ken­ 
nedy, Vice President A. N. Kemp, 
Secretary A. E. Morphy, and Man­ 
ager of Corporation B. F. Pearson, 
Mr. Ballard and his associate offic­ 
ers told the members of the Cres­ 
cent Bay Club of plans which have 
just been approved by the board of 
directors for work in the Redondo 
District, which includes the Import­ 
ant towns of Redondo, El Segundo, 
janlena, Hermosa Beach, Inglewood 
and Manhattan Beach and the in­ 
tervening rural communities. They 
discussed the big hydro-electric de­ 
velopment projects which the com­ 
pany in advancing on Huntington 
Lake, Florence Lake, Big Creek and 
the San Joaquin and Kern Rivers, 
and the gigantic power plan for de­ 
velopments on the Colorado River.

Continuing, General Manager Bal- 
ard explained that this large ex­ 

penditure is necessary on account 
of the great demand for new ser­ 
vices throughout the whole Redondo 
District, Including many pumping 
plants for irrigation, new manufac­ 
turers In the industrial districts 
and increased amounts of electric- 
ty needed by present industrial con­ 

sumers. There is, lie said, an un j 
usual amount of new residence prop­ 
erty and the general growth Is well 
above the- average growth In popu- 
ation of the district. The 2,200 

volt lighting system will be materi­ 
ally strengthened by the additional 
capacity; new transmission line con­ 
necting with the very latest'type of 
substation at Torrance, which is the 
important new central   distributing 
station of the company, recently 
completed, and represents the last 
word in electrical development for 
reliability and efficiency; a new 
line on El Camlno Real between Sub 
ind Pier avenue; a new transmission 
line between Arlington and the New 
Torrance substation; a new line to 
the General Chemical Company's 
large plant; additions to substation 
at Athens, Englewood, Moneta, and 
Redondo to provide for Increased, 
service demands, and general in­ 
crease in the transportation equip 
ment, made necessary on account of 
this large amount of new work In 
hand.

EVIRYOAY QOOO THINGS.

A dish of onion* In «ome form 
should b» served at least once a week, 

and ofteuer if poHBible. In 
every family.

Stuffed Onion*.  Par­ 
boil or itetmi six Spunlsli 
onions, or other choice 
even sized ones, one 
hour. Remove from the 
fire, drain and out th« 
centers from tffem ; 
scoop out the oulou to 

form B cup. Chop fine the onion re­ 
moved; find pans through it sieve. Add 
an equal measure of finely chopped 
veal or chicken, cooked ; salt, pepper 
and n teaspoonful of minced parsley, 
one-fourth of a cupful of soft bread 
crumbs, one-fourth of   cupful of but­ 
ter and mix thoroughly. Put a spoon­ 
ful of the mlxturu Into each onion, 
then add a few nuts   chestnuts are 
especially good If blanched and boiled 
unftl tender. Bake slowly one hour, 
basting four times with melted but­ 
ter and hot water. Fifteen minutes 
before removing from the oven ndil a 
spoonful of buttered cracker crumbs 
on top of each and brown. Serve 
with a thin croiini suuce. or a white 
sauce mmlo by using one tnhlespoon- 
ftil each of butter and Hour. When 
cooked .add one cupful of, milk and 
sensoti with Halt and popper.

Delicious Cheese.   Itub the yolk of 
one bard-cooked egg to a paste with 
a tablespoonfnl of olive oil or but­ 
ter. Add one tAaspoouful of unit, 
one of made mustard, one of granu­ 
lated sugar, and one-fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of cayenne. Mix with this 
two cupfuls of grated cheese, and one 
cupful of chopped chicken. Press 
.-^ s,..,iiop shells and bake until the 
cheese Is melted.
